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FOREWORD 

This  is  the  ninth  edition  of  our  little  catalog. 
As  usual,  it  must  find  its  embellishment,  not  in 
brilliant  color  plates  or  expensive  typography, 
but  in  the  class  of  offerings  it  sets  forth.  In 
spite  of  steady  elimination  of  varieties  no  long¬ 
er  considered  useful  to  us,  ours  is  still  one  of 
the  largest  study  collections  of  Iris  on  the  Pa¬ 
cific  Coast,  and  as  the  resources  of  three  other 
large  private  collections  are  also  available  to 
us  through  arrangement  with  their  owners,  it 
means  that  in  spite  of  our  limited  space  we  can 
generally  meet  reasonable  demand  and  in 
special  cases  often  furnish  quite  large  quanti¬ 
ties.  We  never  attempt  to  offer  at  one  time  a 
full  list  of  the  1000  or  more  varieties  which  our 
collection  includes,  so  in  case  of  specific  de¬ 
siderata  unmentioned  in  this  booklet  special  in¬ 
quiry  is  invited. 

We  have  somewhere  seen  it  stated  that  one 
can  feel  no  depression  in  a  garden.  We  doubt 
if  this  be  strictly  true,  still  it  is  an  incomplete 
expression  of  a  truth.  A  garden,  be  it  ever  so 
tiny,  is  an  epitome  of  life.  It  has,  always  will 
have,  its  discouragements  as  its  joys,  its  ob¬ 
stacles  as  its  triumphs,  slimy  slugs,  bugs,  aphis, 
and,  most  futile  of  all  its  denizens,  the  cut¬ 
worms,  which  destroy  in  bud  or  seed  the  very 
tree  of  life  which  succors  them;  all  these  as 
well  as  the  busy  bees,  the  chirping  tree  frogs, 
the  joyous  song-sparrows,  and  the  darting 
hummingbirds.  Alas,  we  find  in  human  life 
that  there  may  be  cutworms  as  well,  but  so  too 
may  there  be  bees  and  songbirds.  Why  is  it 
then  that  in  time  of  travail  the  garden  means 
so  much  of  cheer  and  is  so  unfailing  a  purveyor 
of  peace  of  mind  and  faith  and  renewal  of  hope 
to  those  who  seek  its  solace?  Is  it  not  because 
it  so  unfailingly  rises  above  its  own  vicissi¬ 
tudes?  No  matter  what  befalls,  ever  so  sad 
the  disaster  which  has  come  to  it,  lo,  soon  the 
damage  is  ameliorated,  the  flowers  bloom  again, 
we  find  we  still  have  much  to  enjoy,  much  to 
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look  forward  to,  much  to  share  with  those  less 
blest. 

We  may  work  in  our  garden,  we  may  only 
loaf  there,  but,  working  or  loafing,  if  we  do  it 
with  due  philosophy  assuredly  will  we  find  that 
both  we  and  the  world  are  curiously  the  better. 
And  it  is  a  cumulative  betterment.  Of  all  too 
few  human  activities  of  the  day  can  this  prop¬ 
erly  be  alleged.  So  we  need  not  apologize  for 
continuing  loyalty  to  our  gardens.  They  will 
repay  in  manifold. 

So  far  as  we  are  concerned  happiness  con¬ 
stantly  fills  our  hearts  not  alone  for  our  garden 
but  for  the  many  kind  folk  who  continue  to  in¬ 
spire  us  by  their  friendship,  their  counsel,  or 
their  custom,  without  all  of  which  our  work 
could  not  well  be  carried  on.  At  this  time  we 
appreciate  it  more  than  ever  before  as  it  helps 
us  to  see  through  to  the  first  fruits  of  the  long- 
studied  program  of  breeding  upon  which  we 
have  been  engaged  so  many  years  and  the  real 
possibilities  of  which  are  only  just  beginning 
to  reveal  themselves.  From  among  these  our 
little  catalog  and  with  it  your  garden  will 
henceforth  be  steadily  richer  and  we  hope  that 
as  more  and  more  of  the  lovely  blossoms  un¬ 
furl  to  view  you  will  realize  how  very  much 
your  own  part  has  counted  in  it  and  that  yours 
too  is  much  of  the  responsibility  for  what  has 
been  possible. 

We  wish  that  more  of  you  who  are  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  us  could  have  shared  the  beauty  of 
our  daffodils  and  irises  this  particular  spring, 
even  though  ours  be  mainly  an  outdoor  work¬ 
shop  and  makes  small  pretense  as  a  show  gar¬ 
den.  It  was  a  queer  season — all  wet  and  cold 
from  November  to  February,  then  a  blazing 
dry  March,  and  then  at  last  our  longed-for 
good  weather  the  latter  part  of  April  and  May. 
It  did  not  suit  some  things,  especially  the  early 
irises  which  were  about  the  poorest  we  have 
ever  known  them,  but  during  daffodil  time  we 
were  rich  in  garden  beauty,  with  several  hun¬ 
dred  varieties  in  flower,  a  good  number  of 
them,  we  believe,  for  the  first  time  on  this  con- 
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tinent.  But  our  greatest  display  was  to  come 
when,  with  all  the  shows  over,  the  mid-season 
and  later  irises  blazoned  out  and  gave  us  by 
far  the  longest  continued  and  finest  showing  of 
these,  both  of  named  varieties  and  of  seedlings, 
we  have  ever  had.  It  has  been  an  established 
policy  with  us  to  introduce  very  few  new  irises 
in  any  one  season  no  matter  how  many  good 
ones  might  emerge  from  their  spathes  to  tempt 
us.  Therefore  this  year  out  of  multifarious 
riches  to  choose  from  we  have  pushed  aside 
various  promising  candidates  and  determined 
upon  simply  the  four  which  are  described  on  a 
later  page — Colonial  (named  in  celebration  of 
the  Washington  bicentenary),  Erebus,  Mazama, 
and  Penumbra,  each  of  which  we  can  recom¬ 
mend  to  you  as  a  beautiful  iris  of  sterling  qual¬ 
ity  and  not,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  a  duplicate 
of  anything  at  present  in  commerce. 

Probably  the  ten  finest  mature  clumps  of  tall 
bearded  irises  that  we  saw  this  year  outside  of 
seedlings  not  yet  in  commerce  were:  Acropolis, 
Purissima,  Mauna  Loa,  San  Gabriel,  W.  R. 
Dykes,  Osprey,  Los  Angeles,  El  Capitan, 
Sequoiah,  and  Mazama.  Of  course  such  a  list 
varies  every  season  and  in  fact  can  never  be 
twice  alike,  but  we  find  it  interesting  to  check 
over  our  old  notes  and  see  how  frequently 
some  of  these  names  reappear.  A  purchaser  will 
not  go  astray  on  any  of  them  for  a  good  while 
to  come.

BLUE-TONED  IRISES 

If  you  have  learned  the  beauty  of  blue  when 
freely  used  in  the  garden  you  may  be  glad  of 
the  ensuing  list  of  varieties  which  tend  more 
definitely  than  most  toward  that  effect,  as  they 
range  principally  in  Ridgway’s  beautiful  col¬ 
umns  of  true  violet.  Of  all  these  we  think 
Ariel,  Cretan,  Lady  Charles  Allom,  Perladonna, 
and  Wedgwood  particularly  desirable  for  use  in 
considerable  quantity.

We  strongly  recommend  planting  in  groups 
of  3  or  5  rhizomes  of  a  kind.  Such  a  number 
may  often  be  supplied  at  an  appreciable  reduc¬ 
tion  from  the  regular  per  unit  price. 

CULTURAL  NOTE 

The  culture  of  Irises  depends  mainly  upon 
the  particular  group  or  type  to  which  the  plants 
belong.  That  of  the  majority  of  the  Pogoniris 
or  bearded  group  is  very  simple.  Abstention 
from  the  use  of  retentive  manure,  a  fair  amount 
of  lime  in  the  soil,  and  good  drainage  are  the 
principal  points  to  attend  to.  The  rhizome 
should  be  set  in  the  earth  at  time  of  planting 
with  the  roots  carefully  spread  and  the  soil 
well  firmed  about  them,  but  the  top  of  the  rhi¬ 
zome  only  barely  or  not  quite  covered.  They 
should  ordinarily  be  watered  well  when  first 
set,  but  more  moderately  thereafter.  In  South¬ 
ern  California  the  most  successful  Iris  growers 
are  those  who  irrigate  their  plantations  occa¬ 
sionally  through  the  summer,  perhaps  every 
few  weeks  like  a  citrus  orchard,  following  each 
watering  with  a  light  cultivation. 

For  fertilizer  wre  have  found  bone-meal, 
superphosphate  of  lime,  wTood  ashes,  and  old 
plaster  rubble  all  excellent. 

Occasionally  someone  reports  inability  to 
make  established  plants  of  Irises  flower.  It  is 
not  always  easy  to  assign  a  cause  for  this,  but 
quite  often  too  deep  planting  seems  to  be  re¬ 
sponsible,  or  again  it  may  be  too  much  shade. 
Sometimes  just  breaking  up  the  clump  and 
moving  to  a  new  position  is  sufficient  to  start 
it  going  in  the  right  way. 

Under  our  brilliant  sun  it  is  often  surprising 
how  much  shade  some  of  the  varieties  will 
stand  and  still  yield  a  certain  percentage  of 
bloom,  but  a  rather  open  position  is  generally 
best  for  the  Pogonirises,  as  well  as  for  the 
unguicularis,  spuria,  and  ensata  types. 

Ridging  the  beds  or  planting  on  a  slope  is 
often  resorted  to  with  notable  success. 
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Apogon  Irises  require  somewhat  more  mois¬ 
ture  and  humus  in  the  soil  as  a  rule,  and  many 
of  them  dislike  lime.  For  some  groups,  notably 
Oncocyclus  and  Regelia,  quite  special  treatment 
is  demanded — lighter  soil,  plenty  of  sunshine, 
extra  care  in  drainage,  abundance  of  lime,  and 
no  water  in  summer  even  if  they  have  to  be 
taken  up  and  stored  dry. 

Most  of  the  Evansias  prefer  considerable 
shade  and  are  among  the  few  Irises  which  do 
their  best  under  such  conditions. 

For  the  common  and  disfiguring  disease 
called  leaf-spot,  spray  thoroughly  with  lime- 
sulphur  in  winter  before  growth  is  too  far  ad¬ 
vanced  and  keep  the  diseased  foliage  well 
picked  off  and  burned  thereafter  as  it  appears.
